Postoffices, Postmasters and Post- 
mistresses of Other Days 


FTER the Civil War 
mW) there were a_ good 
ei many postmistresses 
“a1 appointed. Some were 
] appointed to carry on 
memes} after the death of a 
husband and others were daugh- 
ters of soldiers. 

Miss Amanda B. Shaver man- 
aged the Post Office at Wegee, 
Ohio, from 1864 to 1892. Receipts 
varied from $8.00 to $61.00 per 
year. She answered her door bell 
as many as forty times a day 
when her pay had amounted to one 
or two cents. 

Some Post Offices were kept in 
sitting rooms of the homes. At Al- 
moral, Iowa, during the Civil War 
mail was brought on horseback 40 
miles away from East Dubuque, 
once a week. The citizens sub- 
scribed for a daily paper which 
was brought by a special mes- 
senger and after work hours the 
people would gather at the Post 
Office to hear it read. The Post- 
master tells of a neighboring post- 
master who managed his office at 
a loss, returning from work one 
evening to find that his wife, tired 
of having the post office in the 
front room, removed the whole out- 
fit to the front yard. 


Some postmasters were appoint- 
ed without their knowledge. Their 
friends would send in petitions. 
Often the salary was under $25.00 
per year. David Brobst of Marcy, 
Ohio, found that the running of 
his postoffice cost him $500 the 
first ten years he ran it. He paid 
to have the mail brought to his of- 
fice from Lithopolis, five miles 
away, once a week. Later he se- 
cured a_ tri-weekly mail from 
South Bloomfield, eleven miles 
away. He finally was allowed 
$3.00 a quarter for carrying the 
mails. 

E. P. Page, postmaster at Inger- 
sol, Texas, had four babies come 








to his home at once. Studebaker 
Bros. sent him a wagon, a woman 
sent him a check for $300. He re- 
signed the postmastership job and 
went on the road exhibiting his 
babies. But he got tired of this 
and wanted the postmaster job 
back but being a Democrat and the 
Republicans were in office he was 
afraid he could not get it but he 
got endorsed for postmaster. He 
said his babies were all girls and 
they might marry Republicans. 

Roswell Beardsley, postmaster 
of North Lansing, N. Y., was ap- 
pointed in 1828 and_ received 
$19.53 the first year. He was still 
in the service in 1892 and his sal- 
ary was then $170 per year. 

At Ingraham, IIl., they were re- 
ceiving one mail per week and of- 
ten neighbors going to Louisville, 
14 miles away, would bring the 
mail saving the contractor making 
the trip whose pay was only a few 
cents a trip. A petition was got- 
ten up to receive the mail from an- 
other office daily and some patrons 
reluctantly signed it, stating they 
did not see the use of mail every 
day, and thought it an imposition 
on the government. At that time 
the rate of postage was 5c for 300 
miles or less, and 10c for over 300 
miles. When letters came unpaid 
frequently the party addressed 
would not pay the postage, and the 
letter would be sent to the Dead 
Letter Office. It was not infrequent 
for one person who had a spite 
against another to send him a 
large letter with postage due, and 
when the letter was opened, was 
found to contain waste paper, or 
something of that kind. The same 
thing was done as a joke among 
friends. 

J. H. Trueblood, postmaster of 
Canton, Ind., said that during the 
Civil War a band of Morgan raid- 
ers came whooping and firing their 
guns. They soon filled the store 


room and postoffice. They robbed 
the store of $400 worth of goods 
and took the mail. Next morning 
he found all the mail in the corn- 
crib, letters all opened. 

Chauncey Carpenter, who 
worked in the Vermont, N. Y., 
postoffice in 1834 says the rates of 
postage as he remembers was: 
6%c for less than 30 miles, 10c 
from 30 to 80 miles, 12%c over 80 
miles and under 150 miles, 18%c 
over 150 and less than 400 miles, 
and over 400 miles 25c. Most let- 
ters were not paid. Letters had to 
be put in wrappers, with a way- 
bill inclosed showing the amount 
of postage. It may be imagined the 
labor that was required in making 
up the quarterly report, as a large 
per cent of the letters sent were 
entered singly, and yards of col- 
umns of figures, with fractions of 
cents to be footed up. During his 
administration the registry system 
was started, the fee being 5c and 
the letter marked “register 
which in theory was to entitle it 
to receive extra care from those 
who handled it, but practically it 
was an advertisement to any thief 
what letters to select. It was prob- 
ably safer not to register a valu- 
able letter than to register it. 

Washington Hildreth, postmas- 
ter of Lock, Ohio, had their mail 
brought from Horner, 15 miles 
away, twice a week. The pay of 
the carrier to bring the mail was 
raised by subscription. 

John Lemmax, postmaster of 
Whigville, Ohio, got his mail for 
his country store postoffice 4 miles 
away. He used to hire a boy to go 
after it once a week. In wartime 
southern sympathizers used to 
jibe him, saying that he was very 
foolish to work for a defunct gov- 
ernment with an unconstitutional 
president, as he never would re- 
ceive any pay. In 1886, Mr. Lem- 
max received a statement that the 
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audits of his accounts from 1875 
to that time showed that the De- 
partment was indebted to him for 
$2.33. 

A. G. Shoemaker, postmaster of 
Rockville, Kans., tells that during 
the Civil War he would put the 
mail in a bushel basket and hide 
it away when troops of the Con- 
federates were in the vicinity. 

Jacob Horner, postmaster at 
Hancock, Ind., has a letter from 
the First Assistant Postmaster 
General dated June 1, 1872, which 
assigned his office to fifth class 
and fixed his salary at $9.00 per 
annum, and the postmaster was 
permitted to apply on the salary of 
a mail carrier between Hancock 
and Fredericksburg, a town four 
miles away, two-thirds of his $9.00. 

Elihu Phillips, postmaster of 
Texas, W. Va., for 35 years cal- 
culates that his experience in the 
postal service has cost him $1,000 
at least. He is a farmer, and his 
work is much interfered with by 
the arrival of the mails. 

Wm. H. Wallace, postmaster at 
Hammondsville, Ohio, who was al- 
so express agent states that store- 
keeper postmasters in those early 
days had to take produce for post- 
age due on letters. Butter was 6%c¢ 
a pound, and eggs 5c a dozen. A 
25¢ letter took four pounds of but- 
ter, 5 dozen eggs, two bushel of 


oats, two bushel of potatoes or 
about two-thirds of a bushel of 
wheat. 


The postmaster of Bald Knob, 


W. Va., was robbed by the Confed- 
crates and taken prisoner. $16.06 
in stamps, all that he had, was 


taken. After the war he was again 
appointed postmaster and out of 
his first year’s salary $16.06 was 
deducted by the Department.

FRAUDS STOPPED BY THE 
POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT 


The Post Office Department is 
ever on the alert to prevent the use 
of the mails to fraudulently secure 
money from its patrons. Inspec- 
tors are ever on the job and nearly 
every week sees some _ business 
being denied the use of the mails 
and its managers prosecuted. 

A few of the frauds of the past 
that the post office has stopped 
are: An advertisement reading: 
“For one dollar a receipt would 
be given for stammering.” When 
the dollar was sent the receipt was 
returned, which simply read, 
“Keep your mouth shut.” 

A very glowing advertisement 
appeared of a book, “Exclusively 
for young unmarried people, both 
gentlemen and ladies”; the price 
was $5.00. For the $5.00 a cheap 
edition of the Bible was sent. 

Circulars were sent to a large 
number of farmers offering to send 
a corn-sheller free, if they would 
remit $5.00 to pay for the ex- 
penses of packing and shipping; 
the only consideration asked in re- 
turn being that they should ex- 
hibit the sheller to their neighbors 
and induce them to buy. A large 
number sent for the shellers and 
received for their $5.00 a piece of 
~. iron by mail. 

The Monarch Laundry Works 
advertised to give away 1,000 
washing machines just to intro- 
duce them if you sent 60c for 
packing. The persons sending 60c 
received a tin tube, six inches long, 
packed in a paper box. 

A large number of yards of silk 
remnants was advertised for $1.00. 
When the $1.00 was sent the peo- 
ple received silk thread instead of 
cloth, 





IT MUST BE THE HEAT 

Whether the stamp collectors of 
Pittsburgh are actulally suffering 
from the heat or whether they 
have not yet got over their cele- 
bration of June 13th and 14th we 
are unable to state, however in or- 
der that the story may be known 
to the world we reprint the fol- 
lowing clipping sent by Mr. Clin- 
ton McGee of Pittsburg, and our 
readers can judge for themselves. 

A “serap of paper” worth ex- 
actly $15,000 was destroyed by a 
negro boy here in anger because 
he believed he was cheated in the 
exchange by which he procured 
the valuable document for a hand- 
ful of canceled stamps. 

Dr. Kenneth M. Day, a philatel- 
ist, who tracked down the valu- 
able paper-——actually an envelope 
bearing the seal of the postmas- 
ter of Alexandria, Va., and dating 
to pre-Revoultion days—found the 
remnants scattered to the four 
winds on an ash-pile. 

By chance, Dr. Day discovered 
that the valuable envelope had 
been given away by its owner who 
believed it worthless, to a small 
boy. The first recipient traded 
the paper with another lad who 
passed it on to the negro boy for 
a handful of cancelled foreign 
stamps. The latter tore it up in 
anger. 

The original owner of the enve- 
lope found it in a collection of 
ancestral documents. 

It will be noted that the news- 
paper boys as usual had to go 
away back before the Revolution 
in thinking of this item. The 
Alexandria stamp was a product 
of 1845. 


PROSPERITY LETTERS 


Many suggestions for meeting 
the postal deficit reach Postmaster 
General Brown from time to time. 
All of them prove interesting but 
hardly practicable. 

A communication was received 
from New York City by one sign- 
ing himself “A. Dollar”. It was 
enclosed in an envelope to which 
was attached .a one dollar stamp. 

“From recent reports in the 
daily press,” wrote this individual, 
“T have learned that the Postal 
Service faces a deficit of many mil- 
lions. Such a situation can be 
remedied and should be done by 
every citizen of our country. I 
intend to write to editors, patri- 
otic organizations and prominent 
people all over the states to mail 
a letter with a one dollar stamp 
on it. My slogan will be ‘Send a 
Dollar Prosperity letter.’ I hope 
to get the radio people to an- 
nounce, ‘Did you send your pros- 


perity Tetter yet?’”

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A Plea for the Simple Life in 
Stamp Collecting 


The following “Editorial” pub- 
lished in the July Bulletin of the 
Sandusky Stamp Club has so much 
of good sound common sense scat- 
tered through it that we are tak- 
ing the liberty of reprinting it 
here. 


Editorial 


It is quite pleasing to note the 
trend of local collectors in return- 
ing to the collection of foreign 
stamps. When an individual starts 
to collect stamps, you will most 
always find him a general collec- 
tor interested in stamps of the 
world. He collects to a certain 
point, having a lot of real pleas- 
ure, then he meets several collec- 
tors of experience who have a lit- 
tle more cash to spend in making 
up a collection, and who actually 
know the value of their collection. 

After talking a little while with 
collectors of this type the satisfied 
fellow starts to change his collec- 
tion. Most always he is shown a 
fine up-to-the-minute United States 
specialized collection that he could 
never expect to own. This changes 
his views and ideas. Without the 
thought of cost and labor, he im- 
mediately gets sour on his method 
of collecting and goes out without 
thought trying to beat the other 
fellow by specializing in stamps of 
the United States. 

He works at this for a little 
while with wonderful success trad- 
ing, buying and having desirable 
items given to him to help him 
along in his accumulation. After 
months of collecting and he is un- 
able to buy the higher priced 
items of the older issues, he has 
to give up his hobby for lack of 
funds, which creates a lack of in- 
terest, as he cannot show the size 
of a collection that his friends 
have. 

Some years ago there were sev- 
eral fellows in this city who had 
fair collections of which they were 
very proud. Later they had the 
pleasure of looking over more in- 
teresting and larger collections, of 
which they tried to imitate. Later 
some of these fellows grew tired 
of their mixed collections and 
started to specialize mostly in 
stamps of the United States. Now 
we find these fellows, after chang- 
ing their methods of collecting 
several times, going back to their 
old method and making over their 
first collections. 

They have seen their mistake by 
experience, which has cost them 
money, time and pleasure. 

The trend is back to the general 
collection, and the sooner the col- 
lector wakes up that this is where 
his collecting pleasure rests, the 


more advanced in the stamp col- 
lecting hobby he will get. 
Another desire that every col- 
lector gets some time in his life 
is to become a dealer. After try- 
ing this experiment, he will be out 
inoney and to a certain extent sour 
on his fellow stamp collector. Nine 
times out of ten his experiment is 
very costly and winds up eventu- 
ally with a worthless lot of stock 
that places him in a position where 
he does not go back to the collec- 
tion of stamps where he belongs. 
Unless he is on to the methods 
and can stand a lot of grief, he 
should never risk his valuable time 
and funds trying to become a full- 
tledged successful stamp dealer. 


There is a very little pleasure 
in business. We start to collect 
stamps for pleasure, then why 
turn it into a business where you 
can not succeed and spoil your 
pleasure. Let the man who has 
given his life to this hobby con- 
duct his business, he can have 


pleasure in business, as he is es- 


tablished and knows how to run 
his line from experience. 
Let’s all wake up before it is 


too late that the only way to de- 
rive a pleasure from a hobby is 
to continue to make it a hobby. 
If we should start to sell stamps 
for a living, then do not try to 
use stamps for a hobby. It can 
not be done. Start to collect in- 
sects or shells or leaves or grow 
flowers for your hobby and derive 
the pleasures it affords. 

Let’s all look back to the time 
we started to collect our first little 
book of poorly centered, heavy 
cancelled, torn postage which we 
pasted on our book leaves with 
mucilage. Those are the days that 
we actually derived pleasure from 
our hobby. We had no catalogue 
to look for a raise in the price, we 
had no desire to make our hobby 
pay dividends, we had no thought 
of becoming rich over night by ob- 
taining an old issue that the King 
of England could not get. 

We did not buy stamps newly is- 
sued by the sheet and then look 
for a dot or a dash or a line. 

We traded for the stamps we 
did not have, we had stamps given 
to us, we had friends who thought 
we were queer, but usually these 
friends turned out to be collectors 
also, and we had many a pleasant 
evening talking about countries, 
animals, birds and kings that we 
did not know anything about. We 
did not talk about the cost, the 
condition and how many stamps 
we could sell at a profit. We had 
our hobby at heart and derived the 
benefits to be obtained. 

Let’s all who have gone through 
this experience try and drive it 
home to the new collector and be- 


ginner that his pleasure collecting 
stamps always comes before he 
makes a business of his hobby.

ROUTE 


Under date of July 1, the post- 
office department announce six- 
teen new Air Mail Route Exten- 
sions. The first of these to be- 
come effective is the route from 
New York to Atlantic City, N. J., 
which starts operation July 10th. 

The routes which are listed be- 
low will be opened just as quickly 
as preparations for their opera- 
tion can be made, 

St. Louis to Memphis; Cheyenne 
to Denver; Fort Worth to Ama- 
rillo; Boston, Portland to Bangor; 
El Paso to Albuquerque; Omaha, 
Sioux City, Sioux Falls, to Water- 
town, South Dakota; New York to 
Kansas City; Pueblo to Albu- 
querque; Pueblo to Amarillo; Al- 
bany to Springfield to Boston; Al- 
bany to New York; Albany to 
Cleveland; Philadelphia to Atlan- 
tic City; Washington to Atlantic 
City; New York to Atlantic City, 
and Cleveland to Nashville. All 
except the last named route will 
be a round trip service daily. 

With the new service in effect 
the total length of the air mail 
routes in the United States will 
be 29,586 miles. 

With these new routes operat- 
ing there will be a total of 84,771 
miles flown each day. This will 
place the United States far in the 
lead and any nation in the world 
in the number of miles flown daily 
by the operators of air transpor- 
tation.

Krom New York City comes ap- 
proximately 2,163 different pre- 
cancels. The first one was issued 
in 1879, and the most recent issue 
is the Von Steuben. Nearly forty 
different fonts of type have been 
used to precancel their stamps and 
their first issues, are very inter- 
esting. 

For some reason or other the 
large postage due stamps of 1879 
were the first stamps they pre- 
cancelled. And a most interesting 
form of a cancellation was devised. 
The cancellation leaves the impres- 
sion of a large ring of pearls en- 
circling the figures “N” and “Y”, 
They are valuable too! For ex- 
ample the lc lists at 75c and the 
50e at $2.00.

The general issues, such as the 
1898 set, lists at 25c for the Ie, 
and .35c for the 4c. The 1908-10 
set runs from 10c for the 1c up to 
$1.50 for the 6c value. The parcel 
post series runs from 40c for the 
le to $4.00 for the .50c value. 

The precancel catalogue is quite 
accurate as to its quotations, but it 
is interesting to note the Norse 
American set lists at 12e for the 
2e, and 15c for the 5c. We should 
explain, due to the great popular- 
ity of these stamps precancelled, 
they are a bargain at 75c the set. 

Let us add, if you have one copy 
of every precancel issued from New 
York City, you have 2,163 differ- 
ent varieties and a specialized col- 
lection which is hard to beat. 


SEAL LETTERS ONLY ONCE 


When you seal, address and 
stamp a letter do not reopen it 
and reseal it if you want to get 
delivery service in some foreign 
countries. Postmaster Charles C. 
Kellogg, of Detroit, has been ad- 
vised that postal administrations 
in several foreign countries have 
complained that letters have been 
opened and resealed by the send- 
ers and that in many instances ex- 
cessive amounts of mucilage has 
been used in resealing. The com- 
plaint is that the receipt of such 
letters causes delay in making de- 
livery because the foreign postal 
officials have to explain to those 
who receive this mail why the let- 
ters appeared to have been opened. 
Mexico complains that if the prac- 
tice is not stopped such letters 
will be returned undelivered. 





CANADIANS WILL HAVE TO 
LICK TWO STAMPS 


The sudden change in rates of 
postage for first class mail in 
Canada has caught the Govern- 
ment unprepared with a stock of 
3 cent stamps. Preparations are 
rapidly being made to produce mil- 
lions of new 3 cent stamps for the 
new rate which went into effect 
July 1st but it will probably be 
late in July before a sufficient sup- 
ply is distributed to all postoffices. 
In the meantime the Canadians 
will have to lick two stamps in- 
stead of one in mailing their let- 
ters. 

The new 8 cent stamp will be 
printed in red. This should cause 
a change in the current 2c red 
stamp and may cause changes in 
other values as well as a necessity 
for other values for various postal 
rates.
